Sxcriox I 1 it is repreſented to this preſent General Aſſembly, that 


E many county and corporation courts in this commonwealth, have 
failed to recommend proper perſons for officering the militia of the ſeveral regiments, 
battalions and companies within their reſpective juriſdictions, according to the directions 
of the act, intituled, An af for regulating the militia of this commonwealth, and it is expe- 
dient that the ſaid act ſhould be carried into full effect: 


Sec. II. BE it therefore enafted, That the ſeveral county and corporation courts, ſhall, 
and they are hereby required, on or before their reſpective courts, to be held in the month 
of May next, recommend to the Governor and Council the officers neceſſary to compleat 
the regiments, battalions and companies within their reſpective juriſdictions, purſuant to 
the directions of the above recited act, recommending the faid officers according-to their 
grades and NECN within-their reſpective companies, and in caſe of failure herein, each 
and every juſtice - pw ſhall. forteit and pay ten dollars, to be recovered as other pe- 
nalties incurred by-law, for failing to diſcharge the duties of their reſpective. offices; one 
moiety whereof ſhall be applied -to the uſe of the commonwealth, in aid of the contin- 
gent fund, and the other to the uſe of the informant or perſon ſuing for the ſame. 


See. III. AND be it further enacted, That all vacancies hereafter happening in the of- 
cers of the militia of this commonwealth, ſhall be ſupplied by apporutment of the Go- 
vernor, with the advice of the Privy Council, or recommendation from the reſpective 
county and corporation courts. Any thing in the faid recited act to the contrary, not- 


withſtanding. 


Spe. IV. SO much of the ſaid act as authoriſes the adjutant- general to convene the 
inſpectors of brigades for the purpoſe of receiving inſtructions, ſhall be, and the ſame is 


hereby repealed. 


Src. V. AND be it further enatted, That the commiſſioned officers of the ſeveral re- 
giments ſhall meet twice in oe your within their reſpective regimental diſtricts, for the 
purpoſe of being trained and inſtructed by the brigade inſpectors. The days and places 


of meeting to be fixed on by the commanding officers of the brigades to which the regi- 


ments belong. The officers thus aſſembled, ſhall each continue two days, and no longer, 

every time they ſhall be called out. Every officer failing to attend ſuch meeting, on being 
ſummoned, not having a reaſonable excuſe, to be adjudged of by a court martial, ſhall 
forfeit and pay five dollars, to be appropriated as the other fines are by the ſaid act. 


xc. VI. AND be it further enacted, That the ſeyenth ſection of the ſaidrecited act, 
ſhall be, -and is hereby repealed. 


Src. VII. AND be it further enacted, That inſtead of a fine of filty cents upon any 
'non-commiſſioned officer or ſoldier, for failing to appear at muſter, according to the di- 
rections of the. above recited act, a fine of ſeventy-five cents thall be impoſed.

ſucceeding court, ſo that there be always at leaſt fifteen days between the teſte and return 
of each of the ſaid writs:: Previded, that executions ,may:be iſſued.from the General 
Court returnable to the ſecond term of the ſaid court, following the day of iſſuing the 
ſame ; and that executions ſhall iſſue to any ſheriff or coroner from the clerks of the 
Diſtrict Courts, and be returnable to the firſt day thereof. And provided alſo, that if the
